SUBJECT; Conversation with Mr. Charles Johnson, C«w»*l ter 
House Pott Office and Civil Service Committee

1. During the count of a conversation with Mr. Johnson an 
this date, I naked him about the state* of H. R. 5007, Congressman 
James H. Morrison'* (D. , JLa.) hill entitled. Overseas Differentials 
and Allowances Act. ’ He thanked me ter jogging hie memory on this 
and informed me that Congressman Morrison, ranking Democrat on 
the Committee, had ordered hearings on this bUi along with the 
Oversoas Benefits Bill, H. R. SITi, on Wednesday, 10 June. It is 
apparently Morrison's plan to take up these bills in connection with 
the overseas teachers' pay legislation. 

2, Mr. Johnson is aware of ear interest in H. R. 5007 and 

H. R. Sim He wee advised informally teat we felt that Agency problems 
with respoct to the medical bill related to security considerations 
pertaining to procedures arranged by the Civil Service Commission for 
the a dm inistration of such a program. 1 added we felt teat we could 
resolve those problems with the Commission so long as sufficient 
latitude remained in the bill ter the Commission's determinations. 

Mr. Johnson is oware of oar dosirs to discuss certain {mints in connection 
with H. St. 5967. Ho was Informed teat those were largely perfecting 
changes and did not go to the snbstanco of tee bill. He has a note is 
his file to contact as prior to the bearings. 
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3, In connection with H. R. 5067, Mr. Johnson indicated that 
there weald probably be a number of minor changes made by tee Committee 
They may decide to have a clean bill including tee amendments introduced 
in preference to amending tee existing bill. He added that since it would 
be necessary fin him in tofcci up with the Committee the other changes 
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proposed, it mt|IU fee desirable i'or the Agency to appear before the 
Committee to discuss ear amendments. It sheulu oe noted here that 
u»th el these bills will specifically repeal certain sections of the CIA 
Act. he this connection we hare taken a position with the Bureau af 
the Budget ea previous similar dills that we weald pose so objection 
to the repeal of the P. JL. lid sections in the enactment el mere 
liberal general legislation on these subjects. 

4, la anticipation of actios on Mi of these bills, wt have 
reviewed them in detail with interested Agency officials including the 
Director of Personnel, the Comptroller, Special Support Assistant to 
tike DD/S, and tike £>D/S. We shall continue to keep these offices 
apprised of developments on these Mils.
